Amendment to Mormugao Port Employees’ (Grant 
of Advances for Building of House) (First Amend¬ 
ment) Regulations, 1986. 

In exercise of the Powers conferred by section 28 
read with section 124 (1) & (2) of the Major Port 
Trusts Act, 1963 (38 of 1963), die Board of Trustees 
of the Mormugao Port Trust hereby makes the fol¬ 
lowing Regulations further to amend the Mormugao 
Port Employees’ (Grant of Advances for Building of 
Houses) Regulations, 1973. 

I. (i) These Regulations may be called the 
Mormugao Port Employees’ (Grant of Advances for 
Building of Houses) (First Amendment) Regula¬ 
tions, 1986. 

(ii) They shall come into force with effect from 
the date on which the approval of the Central 
Government to the Regulations has been publish¬ 
ed in the Official Gazette. 
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2. The existing Regulation 7 (a) (6) ot the 
Mormugao Port Employees' (Grant ot Advances lor 
building of Houses) Regulations, 1973 (hereinafter 
referred to as the principal Regulations) is numbered 
as Reg. 7a (6) (i). 

3 . Insert the following as Regulation 7a (6) (ii) to 

the principal Regulations. / 

“7a (6) (ii) : In respect of purchase of a flat 
from Karanatak Housing Board (herein¬ 
after called ‘die Board’) under its self¬ 
financing Housing Scheme, the amount may 
be disbursed in suitable instalments on the 
following terms and conditions. ‘ 

(a) House Building Advance (HBA) will not he 
granted for initial payment of earnest money to be 
deposited with the Board. It has to be borne by the 
applicant himself. 

(b) On receipt of an assurance from the Board 
that the flat be allotted to the applicant, the amount 
of HBA permissible will sanctioned to the applicant 
but payment thereof as and when made will be en¬ 
dorsed to die Board directly on his executing an 
agreement to repay the loan and interest thereon. 
He will also produce two sureties from among per¬ 
manent employees of MPT of comparable status who 
are not likely to retire in die near future. 

(c) The payment will be released to the Board 

in instalments, on pro-rata basis, calculated with re¬ 
ference to die total cost of construction (excluding 
the earnest money or the initial registration deposit) 
and the amount of HBA sanctioned as and when 
demanded by them, consistent with die progress of 
construction, as indicated below.

The demand notice from the Board for release of 
each instalment of HBA should be accompanied by 
a certificate front an engineer of appropriate 
status as may be determined by that organisation, 
certifying completion of diat much percentage of 
total work for which the demand has been made. 

(d) The Board will send periodical progress re¬ 
ports regarding construction of the built-up houscsj 
flats to die II'id. of the Department of the employee 
who has taken the PI BA and is likely to be allotted 

one of such houses [flats. 

(a) On completion of flat, its possession will be 
handed over to the applicant who will mortgage the 
flat to the Board of Trustees of the Port of Mor¬ 
mugao. 

(f) If tire applicant wants to withdraw from the 
Scheme or is unable to meet the balance amount re¬ 
presenting the difference between the HBA sanc¬ 
tioned by the Board and the actual cost of the 
House, the amount of HBA will be refunded forth- 
with to the Board by the Housihg Board.

(g) With a view to safeguarding the interest of 
MPT, a Tripartite Agreement will be entered into

4. In Regulation 3 of the principal regulations, 
substitute the existing sub-regulation (a) : 

“ (a) The cost of the house to be built or pur¬ 
chased (excluding the cost of residential 
plot as mentioned in the sale)lease deed of 
the land|house|flat) should not exceed : 

(1) Rs. 1,25,000]- for employee whose 100 

months basic pay is upto Rs. 80,000|-. 

(2) Rs. 2,00,000[- for employees whose 100 
months basic pay exceeds Rs. 80,000|-but

(ii) Rs. 2,00,000)- for employees whose 100 
months basic pay exceeds Rs. 80,000)- but is 
upto Rs. 1,70,000| 

(iij) Rs. 3,00,000)- for employees whose 100 
months basic pay exceeds Rs- 1,70,000|-. 

5. In Regulation 4 of the principal Regulations : 

(i) Substitute TOO’ for ‘75’ and ‘Rs. 1.25 lakhs' 
for ‘Rs. 70,000[-' appearing in the first sen¬ 
tence of existing clause (a) oi sub-Regula- 
tion (a). 

(ii) Omit the second sentence in the existing 
clause (a) of Sub-Regulation (a) namely : 

"In case of low paid employees, the total cost 
of the construction of housejpurchase of 
house]flat (excluding the cost of land! 
shall not exceed Rs. 50,000]- even though 
it may exceed 75 months ^>ay‘. 
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(iii) Substitute the following for the existing sub 
Regulation (b) : 

(b) Enlarging living accommodation in an 
existing house owned by the employee 
concerned (or jointly owned with his|ner 
wife|husband) provided that the total 
cost of existing structure (excluding land) 
and the proposed additions and expansion 
does not exceed.
